Company of McLean, Virginia. This is a group of 11 professional actors and managers that travels 
to small towns throughout the country to bring live theatre to communities who would not other:

The production, “Tartoof, or An imposter in Norcatur—And at Christmas!” (an adaptation of 
Moliere's "Tartuffe”), played to sell-out houses in the old Norcatur Rural High School for 5 perfor- 


mance: 


mid-December. Cornerstone arrived in Norcatur to begin the task of organizing the town 


in early October. Close on their heels were the national television media, who were intent on recor- 
ding the details of how a small town gears up for it's legitimate stage debut. Television crews from 
NBC's “Today” show and the CBs “Evening News" videotaped townspeople at work, at play, snack- 
ing in the cafe and talking theatre. The tapes were aired in December, much to the delight of Nor- 
catur townsfolk who doubtless found themselves highly entertaining. 


Alter two months of living theatre on a daily basis, one wonders how rural Norcatur will adjust to 
life without the stage. AKT’s Community Theatre Divison take note: Norcatur Is ripe for 


organizing!!
